London, June 1,— Lord Stanley, the 
new governor-general of Can«Ja>iirai|iiu- 
terviewed at Moville, where tKe stbanier 
Sannatian, on which he sailed, atojipod 
for moils and passengers. He saiil he had 
acquired in his e.\perioiico in tho colonial 
olhco an accurate knowledge of Canada's 
vast resources. Ho said ho was greatly im- 
pressed with tho possibilities of Canada's 
future. Ho did not go, he said, with 
preconceived ideas regarding government 
or policy, and did not wish to foioe any 
new policy upon the countiy, wlii.h pos- 
sessed responsible government. Lord 
Stanley expressed confidence in Canada's 
ministry and believed they would emdial- 
ly co-opurate with tho (iovernor-tJoneral.

1 1 turned out that a factory 
coidd bo run in Bombay as well aa in 
Lancashire. Without going fully into de- 
tails, it may be said that ' thtire are ; now 
upwards of a hundred cotton . and Ijiite 
mills in India. The industry is taking 
'"oot all over the country, and is being de- 
veloped by native enterprise, though 
started oi i .inally by British capital. At 
tirst it CO.-.; I.hree times as much to build a 
mill in India na in England, but the ratio 
is now much more favorablo. In the ex- 
perimental stage a greater return was ex- 
pected than ia now culled fur. Land, hi- 
bor and raw material are cheaper in In- 
dia, and the market ia at the door, with 
the minimum ohaige for freight. Tho 
history of the iran industry in India fol 
lows nearly the same lines. The work- 
shops of Sheffield destroyed in a great 
measure handwork in metals. But Ben- 
gal has both the coal nnd iron (U'e. Smelt- 
ing works are established on a largo scale 
and Sir Wilson Hunter predicts that In- 
dia will soon enter into .sijriuus competi- 
tion with tlio English ironmaster. Lord 
Lansdowne will no doubt tako to heart an 
appeal made in the Institute paper and 
ive much attention to the economic <iuea- 
tions about to meet him. "India," ac- 
cording to Mr. Hunter, "has had con- 
quering viceroys and consolidating vice- 
roys; she now waits for a commercial vice- 
roy."

THE DEVELOPMENT OF INDIA. ' 

Ih' .distmrawg ,|(ndustrial changes we 
yesterday-pointed, out that Great Britain 

was losing her supremacy as a mnnufac- 
turing country, through the compotitioii 
of one or two continental nations and tlio 
I'nitod States in neutral markets, and 
through the tendency in many countries 
to engage in a diversity of occupatioii.s. 
The oconomists who believe in one or two 
natural industries foreaoh coulitry arc not 
..heeded in this nge. The industrial changes 
taking place in India, which were men- 
tioned previously, are sufficiently interest- 
ing to, jiistify fu];theri di9cussioni>>> Those 
who regard India as a 'counbiry 6f farm 
laborers making a poor subsistence from 
riou Holds and from tho cidturo of a few 
other agricultural conunodities for export, 
would 1)0 surprised to learn how great an 
industrial era has dawned up(jii this do- 
liendency. A few weeks ago .Sir William 
Wilson Hunter read a jiaper before tlie 
.Jlloyal Colonial In-titiito in which liedis- 
dUBsed tho industrial cruiditioii of India. 
- He showed that India's trade with Eur(i|>e 
had been regulated hy the post of carriag*; 
and the ohba^ness of production. In the 
period of transport by 'Caravan only arti- 
cles which would bear a largo incieiiac) on 
the cost of production could bo trauH- 
ferred. This was the jjoriod of Indian drugs 
and gems. The first timid attempt to brave 
the terrors of the ocean and to combine 
liuid and water ciirriage, brought line In- 
dian fabrics and metal work. Tho Ca])i( 
route made it possible to convey heavier 
goods. Finally railway construction on 
tho ]ioninHuIa and the Suez .canal devel- 
oped tho grain trade and established in 
India a market for European goods prel- 
viously considered too heavy for transl 
port. There are now 13,000 miles of 
railway in India, All this tended to in. 
crease British trade with India. Railway 
communication with the provinces devel- 
oped tho .vheat trad«, which has increased 
fourteen fold in as many years. Jii ten 
years tho export of oil seed has ((uad- 
riipled. Meanwhile the denmnd for coal, 
iron, cotton goods and other goods suoli 
cis Great Britain produces enorinously 
increased. But the greater ohonpness of 
transportation has not kept tho eyes of tlio 
people interested in India closed to tho 
opportunities for home produotion ofi 
many arttolei hitherto imported. Coalj

Pvlmltive Printlnnr In Far Cnthar. 

A correspondent of Tho North China 
Dally News, of Shanghai, describes a 
printing establishment which he found In 
a village in the Interior, about 150 miles 
from Shanghai. The printing was being 
temporarily carried on in tho village 
temple, and movable typo only was used. 
In the large central lia'.l vf tliu temple 
were placed about twenty ortlitiary square 
tables, on which the cases of type wore 
spreutl out. At the time of tlio visit one 
man was engaged in setting up type, an- 
other was printing. The former stood 
before a talile, on which was what may 
be called tho Cliiiieso "case." It was n 
solid block of hard wood, about twenty- 
two inches long by (Uteen inches broad, 
and perhaps three inches deep. The in- 
side was hullowed out to ii depth of about 
a quarter of an inch, this depression being 
still further hollowed ont into grooves 
about three-quarters of an iiicli deep. The 
block had twenty-nine of these grooves, 
eiicli filled lo the dejitli of a quarter of an 
Inch with ordinary siilf clay. 

With his copy hefore bini, armed with 
a small pair of iron piiicer.-^, the composi- 
tor began bis work; ehamcter after char- 
acter was transfered from the case and 
firmly pressed into the claJ^ 'VVheu the 
'•form" was complete a flat board was 
placed on the top and the oharactcrs 
pressed perfect ly even and 'level with the 
surfaeo of the wooden block, the- edge of 
which w;is cut to form the border gener- 
ally found round every .Chinese paj,'e. 
The printer now received the foriii and 
carefully brushed his .ink over bis type. 
Taking a sheet of paper, be pressed it 
ilown;all over the form so that It mii,-lit 
be brought Into contact with every ch.u- 
actor. lie then removed the sheet and 
examined each character, carefiillyadjust- 
iiig those which were .not qtilte-' straight 
with the pincers, and .apparently never 
touching the typij with his finjiors: After 
sulliclenfc copies had been struck ofT tho 
type was distributed, each oharacier being 
returned to its particular box. 'I'lie wri- 
ter was told, that the art of printing in 
this way had been handed down in l!ie 
Siiiiie family since theSniig tlynasty, more 
tbun (i(IU years ago. No Tstrangers' were 
ever taught, apprentices being always 
taken from the same clau.— Pall Mali 
Gazette.

Lieut. H. W. Seton-Karr, mentioned 
in yesterday's paper as being in the city 
en route for the Yukon country of tho 
Canadian Northwest Territory, was called 
on at tho Driard by a ropresentativo of 
The Colonist, and interviewed in refer - 
once to his contention that Mt. Kt. Elias 
riaa within Canadian territory, and also in 
regard to his recent travels. Lieut. Karr 
being possessed of considerable wealth is 
enabled to travel hither and thither, and 
tlio many interesting incidents niul facts 
that havu come within his observatioi 
during these trips into all quarters of the 
globe haye been given to the public through 
the medium of well written booka, or by 
pajiers read before noted scientific orgaui 
zationa. 

Rep. — You wore credited in a tele- 
graphic despatch the other day with hav- 
ing claiii'ied that Mt. St. Elias was within 
Canadian territory?. 

Mr. Seton-Karr — With 'reference to 
the statement in the San Francisco 
Chronicle copied in your tolegraphio des- 
patch, that Mr. St. Elias was in Canadian 
terrii.a'y, 1 informed a reporter of that 
paper Lh.it tiumgli the mnuiitaiii hail luieo 
called tho highest in the United Stales or 
Canada, that was no reason why it:i i)osi- 
tion should have been arbitrarily altered 
by tho United States coast survey and re- 
moved several miles to the west of tho in- 
ternational boundary ;line, which was de- 
clared to bo the 141st meridian. In the 
time of Vancouver's visit the Anglo- 
.Vmericau treaty deliiiiitating tho North- 
west Territory and British Columbian- 
Alaskan frontier waa non-existing ; ho 
states in bis accounts of hia travels that 
the length of time he had been in sight of 
these remaricablo luountaius, uioaning 
Mouiits'Fairweathor (15,600 ft.) and St. 
Elias (19,500 ft), had aH'orded him nniny 
opportunities of estimating their heiglit 
;ind of observations for ascertaining their 
situation. That of tho latter he gave as 
lat. G0% 22i', and Ion. 219", 21'. Not 
only does Vancouver give this position 
for the great peak, but his observations 
are to within a few degrees corroborated 
by other navigators. 1 consider Mt. St. 
Elias to be grander hy far than Everest, 
Kiuchinyanga or oven Nanga Parbat, 
and tho scenery in tho vicinity of 
Yakatat, or Yakiitat as it is some- 
times written, to he without a rival 
of its kind in tho world. Photographs 
can give but a faint idea of the immensity 
of grandeur. As a first stop towards ap- 
liropriating the highest peak — 1 don't any 
it was nob done in good faith or (»i strict 
doieiitilie principles — tho present head of 
the Coast and (ieodetic survey at Sai 
Francisco (who is an exceedingly kind old 
gentleman and a most respected friend of 
mine) was lucky enough to discover that 
the proper place for Mt. St. Eliua was e.x 
actly in hit. 60° 22* 6" and long. MO 51 
— dreadfully close to the boundary line 
(which is as stated above on the 1-1 lat 
meridian of longitude W.from (In'onu icli) 
and further east than Vancouver's posi- 
tion by 1.5 minutes of arc, and alac 
further south by 24 minutes. This was 
also hel))ing to make St. Elias more .-\m- 
ericaii than ever, because the boiiiulary liy 
the wording of tlie treaty was to run ]jar- 
allel to the coast at a diatJince of ten 
leagiii.'.s e.xeupt where the summit of the 
watershed came within that zone, in which 
case the watershed was to be the frontier 
lino. This position was incorporated in 
the U. S- Survey book, or "Coast Pilot of 
Alaska." Before makuig another jump, 
St. Elias waited till the next edition of 
the volume above named, a co]).y of which 
1 do not at ihia moment possess. 
1 was glad to state t'.e fact of 
St. Elias being only ])artially under 
American protection to the S. F. Chroni- 
cle, because when I landed in 18S(Jat .San 
Francisco on returninK from tho iioi th, 
anxious as it was foi informatiim, that 
.journal professed that if any such claim 
of depriving the Amoricans of their right 
to Mount St. Elias were made tiirongh 
the medium of its columns it would iiitlict 
a serious injury on their rejiutation aiu 
materuilly allect the circulation of (he 
pajier. Uonseipiently 1 oiuittud all men- 
tion of the position of tho mountain, by 
infereuco or observation, till it was iiiadu 
before the Royal Cieugraphical Society, 
and in my book {mores and Alji.t nf 
.l'i(,i/.-((, S. Low it Co., London, and A. 
C. McLurg it Co., Chicago). Excepting 
(ireenland and the Arctic and Antarctic 
circles. Mount St. Elias (and Mount Fair- 
weather probably, as well as Mount Cril- 
lon) offers the hmgost anow-clinib in the 
world, while the range is the birthplace 
of tho most extensive glaciers known. 

Rep. — You have recently been travel- 
ing in India / 

Alls. — Yes, 1 have just arrived from the 
heart of tho Himalayas (in the central 
jirovinces of Casliinir), wlioro 1 was tho 
only tniveller in the whole country, as 
the snow was as much as a yard and a 
half in de|)th. 

Rep. — Do tho ITiilialayas compare in 
grandeur with the St. Elias ? 

Ana. — 1 saw the Hindoo Kooali shortly 
before, and yet 1 found on neither occa- 
anytliing comiiarable, in magnitudes of 
elevation presented to the eye aimulUuie- 
oiisly, to iVIount. St. Elias and 
to the district which lies immediately 
ill rear of the groat peak, to which I fear 
adeipialo justice may not have been done 
in our publications on tho subject, unless 
Mr. Schwatka, »Tho ivas with me, may not 
have dime so in our forthcoming joint ar- 
ticle in. the Century magazine. 'I'his 
mass of inountfuns w^ieh, owing to their 
groat distance when seen from Yakutat, 
(100 niiloR or less), resoniblu a dim ag- 
glomeration of cumulous clouds floating 
in mid-air, and vaguely discerniblo, cov- 
ered with snow and ice from base to sum- 
mit, with barely a rock showing to relievo 
the intense whiteness, can only be de- 
.scrihed as truly indesinibBbli?^ The miil- 
Hu miner' thonths of June mid .July are 
generally deliciously line along this coast, 
and have earned for it from the; old 
whalers the name of Kairwoather (iiniind. 
I think it a pity the steamers do not run 
to Yakiitat (two days froni Sitka.) The

It may be said that the world oti'eia no 
other such field for the study of glacial 
phenomena. 1'ho extent and rajiiil move 
inunt and changes of those vast seas of ice 
are comparable in their immensity to 
nothing in any other part of llui globe. 
Their iiroportioiis are Brohdignagian. 
Muir's glacier, in tilacior bay, (the largest 
glacier visible during the us- 
ual round of the inland ]iaH»age.) 
is as nothing to thom. The glacier 1 
named Beli ring's Gruat U lacier, behind 
Cajie Suckling, ia perhaps the moat ex- 
tended; those wo jointly named the Great 
Agassiz and Groat (Juyot (ilaoiera are 
likewise onoinioiiB, and the whole system 
together forms a province of glacial ice 
measuring livndrcds of miles in length and 
ihdii.iands of square miles ui extent; 1 can 
hardly venture to eatimato to within ten 
thousand square miles, how many, but 
with the above proviso i should estimate 
thoaroaof the wholeof tho St. Eliaa glaciers 
as not less than forty thousand square 
miles of ice, av'emgiug say 300 feet in 
thickuesi, If my arithmetic has not been 



faulty this means a million cubio blocks of 
solid ice multiplied more than seven mil- 
lion Limes. This in a latitude not much 
farther north than England 1 This is ex- 
clusive of the other Alaskan ranges and 
refers oidy to country between Chiloat 
and the Copper river. Our Great Agasaiz 
til.-icier was in reality the IMalaspina 
plal iiau of tho coast Hur\ oy who 
never entered Toy liay. Tiioy thought 
it a aubterranenn collection of ice. It 
measures 000 scjuare miles in extent by 
my computation, and is to a certain ex- 
tent buried by its immense moraines 
which cover a fringe of its coast line. I 
consider the central portions would pre- 
sent no dilliculties in crossing which 
would be found iimuperable. 1 think 
there must be great deposits of copper 
Hmnewhere on the upper Copjior River 
which will perhaps be devolopod some 
day. Tho only iuformation T can give is 
Mr. Bremiier'a account, ({uutud in tho 
book above named. Tho coast survey 
might Well havu felt uncertain about the 
iiatiu'u of the plateaus round St. Elias, 
since they approached no nearer than 
Yakatat. Tho old navigators were un- 
certain as to the nature of what they saw. 
Vancouver described the Great Agassi/, 
glacier as "a barren country compoaed of 
loose atones." La Porouae called it 
"masses of snow covering a barren soil 
unembellislied by a single tree."
